Lacking guarantees, ask­ 
ing none, France xvishes herself to 
be the sole judge of that limit. 
France sent lier eloquent premier 
to Washingt on for just one purpose; 
namely that she might take advan­ 
tage of tin* new order of things to 
appeal to the American people for 
recognition 
of 
France’" difficulties 
and support of France’s militarism. 
Although the. reduction Briand xviii

address of Baron Kato was not in 
a direct reply to China's proposals 
but was a statement of Japan's pos- 
ition 
in response to the proposals 


made to the committee recently by 
China. 


Baron Kato is understood to have 


expressed the agreement of Japan to 
some of fhe main points of the Chin- 
ese proposals, to have taken issue 
in effect to part of China's state- 
ment and to have ignored some re- 
maining part.

BRIDGE BOX 


Play to the score. That is the tide 


by which to reckon how many tricks 
are needed to win the game and rub- 
ber, which is the fortune of the play. 
Winning the rubber is the goal, 
as 


250 points bonus is Riven for this. 


The making of the trump is ma- 


terially influenced by the state of the 
score. A few tricks may be dropped 
in the play of the hand, but the loss 
of 250 points may result in an un- 
sound make, therefore the possibility 
of securing the honor count is very 
important and should be the first 
consideration. 


'No-trump is recognized by expert 


or sound bidders as most advanta- 
geous, because it prevents a one-bi.1 
from adversaries. However, a strong 
holding of spades or hearts should 
he declared rather than a doubtful 
no-trump. 


It is useless to attempt to play 


good Auction without a knowledge 
of the score. 


If the score warrants the dealer 


in taking a chance at a weak make, 
the no-trump declaration is best, for 
! '-e Dummy cards will present a wider 
lie! 1 for assistance, as any good 
suit will help.

1. Four Aces, regardless of the 


rest of the holding. 


2. Three Aces, unless holding four 


honors in either of the major suits 
(Spades or Hearts). 


3. Two Aces and a trick in another 


suit. 


4. One Ace and all around good in 


suits. 


5. All around good suits. 
G. Three suits safely stopped, or 


two powerful short suits. , 
Tests For No-Trump Declaration 


Count Aces 7, guarded Kings 5, 


guarded Queens 3, guarded Jacks 1. 
If the total be 21, and the count 
extends over three suits declare no- 
trnmpi 


Or, count Aces 4, guarded Kings 


3, guarded Queens 2, guarded Jacks 
1. If the total be 11 and the count 
extends over three suits, declare no- 
tnimp.

stupendous. We are told that there 
are 035,013,559,000 different com- 
binations'possible, and surely, that 
gives to the game ample of the spice 
of varietv. There certainly should 


be hands to suit all players and al- 
ways the hope *ot' better holdings to 
interest each contestant.

gaine. But, 
like 
other privileges, 


these opportunities entail responsi- 
bilities. 


Every player should realize that 


a bid is a contract and that 
that 


contract must be met and fulfilled or 
a heavy penalty is exacted. 


The following description of Am- 


erican Whist, by George M. I'ettes, 
fully explains its popularity and may 
well be applied to Auction. 


"Auction 
Bridge 
is 
recreative 


work enjoyable labor—paradoxical 
as that may sound. Its riddle is fas- 
cination; its practice is intelligent 
employment; its play, mathematical 
induction. Its result is intellectual 
gain." 


Then again Auction is very much 


like the ground' ivy, spreading over 


• the world taking deep root, covering 
many differences of the various na- 
tions, and making them all akin with 
its magic touch. 


It is not always the prime object 


to win the declaration make. Fre- 
quently the best move is to play to 
prevent the opponents from winning 
their make, thereby making game and 
possibly the rubber. 


Questions and Answers 


Q. Holding 
the 
following hand, 


what should .the dealer bid? Spades 
—Jack, Ten, and one small card; 
Hearts—Ace, Queen, Jack, and one 
small card: Diamonds—Ace and two 
small cards: Clubs—Are, Jack, and 
one small card. 


A. No-Trump. Three Aces, quite 


weak, having no long suit, is called 
"plain field" or "split hand." 


Q. What is meant by Grand Slam? 
A. When partners win all thirteen 


tricks of a deal it is called a Grand 
iSIam. !Ai .bonus of 100, points is 
added to the honor score for win- 
ning a Grand Slain. 


Q. What is meant by Little Slam? 
A. When partners win twelve tricks 


of a deal, it is called a Little Slam. 
A bonus of 50 points is added to 
the honor score for winning a Lit- 
tle Slam. 


Q. Can opponents ever make a 


Grand or Little Slam? 


A. It has, on very rave occasions, 


occurred, but not when the bid of 
the declarant was a sound make.
